tioiis. that of i-ourhe-wc know—whether jpsaia or slapaii shalJ l>e the ruling power in East 
Asia. But this is entirely a rjuration of jJ&e future, and will not be decided bv a war, nor |>ot- 
baps hv a Juries of wars, but hv eeonoiaiu development on the eastern part of the .Asiatic 
continent.

Wl«>n Eu^<‘d<' Victor Deb« cawe 
to Xcw York from Chicago, lawt 
year, .k s reprereDtatiTC of the 
American Railvay Union, then en¬ 
gaged in ita memorahle atninle, he 
made a apeech in Cooper Union, 
which f hoard. ] eat near a apot at 
which I had aat at another meeting 
held in the same place, thirty-four 
years preciously, which was ad¬ 
dressed by another speaker who had 
come to Xew York from Chicago. 
The western sfwaker who stood Ih’- 
f ire me on that platform in .August 
1894 was to me a reminder of the 
lother western speaker who had stood 
there in Kchmaiy. 18t>0. Both men 
were tall and spare in figure; tho 
complexion of each rather dark— 
darker in the one than the other; 
the face of each was rather gaunt, 
that of the earlier s|)eaker much 
more gaunt than that of the later; 
both were men of good and strong 
features; there Was something in¬ 
tense about the facial expression of 
each; both were men of eommaud' 
ing and impressite manners. 

I rivalled the soiuewhat pceuliar 
and shrill voice of the speaker of 
18C0; I heard another voice in 18!t4 
which resembled it. As they spoke, 
it was easy for a Xew Yorker to 
discern that they were both men of 
the west. 

The man to whose speivh .I lis¬ 
tened in Cooper Union in h'ebruarv 
of ISiin »-as Ahraham lineoln, of 
Illinois—iKirn in Kentucky; the 
mau who .(loke from the same plat¬ 
form within my hearing last year 
was Kiigene Victor Debs, of Iliinoif 
—born in Indiana. 

1 recalled the apiwaranre. the 
manner, the voiiv and the spoeclf of 
Lincoln as Delis stood tieforc mo 
thirty-four years afterwards. 

It seemed to me that both men 
were imhuerl with the same spirit. 
Both seemed to me as men of judg¬ 
ment.reason. earnestness and power. 
Both seemed to me as men of free, 
high, genuine, generous manhood. 
I "took" to Lincoln in my early 
life, as 1 took 1o Dehs a third of a 
century later. 

In the speeches of both westerners 
tlien' was cogent argument; there 
were ajit illustrations; there were 
cspivially emphatic pa«s8ges; there 
.were moments of lightning; there 
were touches of humor; and thero 
were other qualities whieh produce 
ivinvielion or impel to action. Each 
speaker was as free as the other 
from gross eloquence. I confess 


army, the press and tlic capitalist, 
as also by Congress—both houses.

of 18B0 than Debs’ was in 1.894. 
Lincoln had campaigned in the 
west, but the weal was muen farther 
airay than it is now, and westorn 
men were less known in the east 
than they an- now. Lincoln drew a 
crowd to Coo|>er Union, hut not as 
largi- a crowd ss Dehs drew. 

Well, when I heard Dehs’ s|)eeeh 
here 1 had half a notion that it 
might be the prelude to an incident 
like tliat which followed Lineolii's 
speech. There were few peep’,; , a I 
least in Xew York, who emihl have 
lielieved that within three months 
from the day of Lincoln’s s|ieech 
here. Lincoln would he a candidate 
for the oflke of i president of the 


United i^tataa. “Some aav,” ha 
said, while in Xew York then, 
“some say they may make me vice 
president with Seward." 

It wa.s always the opinion of my 
old friend, Ilaymond. the founder 
of the New York Times, whom I 
long servml a.« ehief of his editorial 
staff, that it was the Cooper ITnion 
s|ieeeh of I.mcoln that made it pos¬ 
sible for bini to be a eandidate for 
tin: presidenev', and that was most 
potent in making bini aeeeplable to 
the Itepublioau party in tbe ea.«t. 
It eenainy was a factor of influence 
in the nominatioa in Chicago the 
following May. 

Xo matter about that now. When, 


in Cooper Lnion, a year ago. I 
heard the speech of Eugene V. Debs, 
whieh in mi niany ways reminded 
me of that of Abraham Idneoln 
long ago, I felt sure tluit nobody 
could deny that here again, in this 
new western leader in the stniggle 
for labor’s emancipation. Iliere 
might be the stuff for a presidential 
eandiilale. 

And this suggestion would have 
lieen made by me at the Xew York 
meeting hni for the jam of perversi¬ 
ty on the platform.

Finally she 
saw him enter a Mexican** house op¬ 
posite, She left lier house and with 
a light wTii.«lle and a snap of her 
finger she summoned two or three 
of her connrtrv women.

T'hev 
waited until he oppeare<h She strode 
up to him. a. tall, handsome, mus¬

Will wo secure Socialism, by 
peaceful means, or will it have to 
come, like ottier big change, in the 
past, hr blobbed? These are 
questions the Socialist has no ready 
or definite answer for, nor should he have. Socialists have a horror of 
the talcing of human life. They hope for the coming of the Cenoperative 
(Commonwealth by peaceful means. They fear' the people will not be 
permitted to achieve it without bloodshed. Which will it be? Who 
can say ? 

Wilt eapitalisD'., that has such a lack of regard for human life, die 
easy or hard? Can we read the answer in the activity of Parry and in 
the murderous Colorado affair? 

Socialists do not pretend to be prophets of the rlairvoyant type. 
They baee their claim that there is an impending change in the economic 
structure of society upon the unmistakahle. tendencies of the industrial 
and social evolntion that never stops, and upon the fact that history 
plainly .shows thlU the determining factor in that evolution is the 
material base. I'll® modem tools of production are social: they shoidd 
he socially owned. .“In every histioriral epoch," .says Karl Hart, “the 
prevailing mode of prodnetion and ejcehenge, and the social organization 
necessarily following from it, form the basis upon which it buUt up, and 
from which alone can be explained, tbe political and intellectual history 
of that epoch.” The term "economic determinism” is used by .Socialists 
in indicating the moving cause in hnmao conduct upon tbe ascending 
stages of society. Feudalism did not. dissolve into the capitalistic stage 
because some dreamers srggested such a chanp>, but heesuse of the 
changing economic conditir ns that made the old form no longer possible. 

Day by day the capitalist system becomes more unbearable to the 
people. Under it the greit hulk of hnmanity is foredoomed to failure 
and distress and a'nxie^. Manifestly, when a system fails to serve the 

r at mass the mass shoidd diR-ard it for a better system. If this can 
done in a progressive way, bloodshed may be averted, hnt if the inter¬ 
ests in control seek to prevent the effort at change, conflict mnst ensue 
—and worst of all, such a cataclysm of passion and vengeance as may 
even end in tlie downfall of civilization itself or give rise to a military" 
doepotism. Manifestly, Socialiirts have every reason to wish for the 
abolition of capitalism by progressive peaceable means. 

Bnt much as this is hoped for, it is undoubtedly true that no very 
great number of Socialists really_ expect snch an outcome. Capitalism 
becomes more mercil^ and ferdoious every day. It* right to exploit 
labor of two-thirds of its product mnst not ha vielded at any cost. It 
will not be the people who will prteipitate a revolution, it will be the 
capitalist class. The spark to set off the train will be ready as'soon as 
the surrounding circumstances are. Lovers of peace and humanity may 
well feel anxiety at the appearance of such men as. for instance. Col. 
Sherman Bell, who is in charge of the government troops in Colorado.
